SEcnoN 3. The control of said dam and slides 
shall belong to the said Joel Richardson, his asso-
ciates, heirs and assigns, but subject always to 
the provisions of section 2, of this act. 

SECTION 4. The dam so erected shall be subject 
to all provisions of chapter 146, of the revised 
statutes of 1878, and acts amendatory thereof, so 
far as said chapter and acts amendatory may be 
applied; provided, however, that the said Joel 
Richardson, his associates, heirs and assigns, for 
the purpose of ascertaining the compensation to 
be made for overflowing or otherwise injuring 
the lands of others, may, within six months from 
and after the passage and publication of this act, 
proceed according to the provisions of chapter 
818, of the laws of 1832, and acts amendatory 
thereof. 

SECTION 5. The legislature hereby reserves the 
right to alter, amend or repeal the franchises 
granted in this act whenever in the judgment of 
the legislature it is necessary or proper to do so. 

SicarioN 6. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.

CHAPTER 367. 
AN ACT to repeal chapter 114, of the laws of 1880, 

entitled, "An act fixing the time when wild 
deer may be taken in the counties of Ashland, 
Bayfield and Douglas." 

The people of the state of Wisconsin, represented in 
senate and assembly, do enact as follows : 

SEcricrr 1. Chapter 114, of the laws of Wis- 
consin, for the year 1880, is hereby repealed. 

SECTION 2. This act shall take effect and be in 
force from and after its passage and publication.
